and'telegraphic business of the world. 


"In that view it would be a great 


loss, both of money and efficiency to 
engage one company for a cable line 
from Hawaii to America, and another 
for a line from Hawaii to Japan, mak- 
ing it essential that one company or 
the other shall be bought out on Its 
own terms. 


"This Govenrment has now given 


an exclusive franchise from Hawaii to 
America, which may lapse by May first 
next, If its holder shall fail to secure a 
cable contract, and may lapse earlier, 
as Its holder can release It at his op- 
tion. 


"I beg to urge upon your attention 


that it is improbable in the extreme 
that either the United States Govern- 
ment or th Japanese 
Government 


would lay and operate a cable line as 
a national affair; and on the other 
hand, whatever may be said by inter- 
ested persons ot the contrary, I think 
it ought to be obvious that-the Ameri- 
can and Japanese Governments will 
not contract with two separate com- 
panies, an American company on the 
one side, and a Japanese company (ac- 
tually or nominally, most likely the 
latter) on the other; but whatever 
company secures the confidence and 
assistance of the United States will 
also be engaged by Japan. 


"If then, the Pacific Cable Company 


receives from Hawaii the priveleges 
and rights which it now requests, and 
if the granting of the same is made

My reason for doing so is, that I have 
satisfied myself, after careful examin- 
ation, that the Company which is most 
likely to obtain recognition from the 
United States Government is the Pa- 
cific Cable Company of New York, of 
which Gen. Scrymser is President. 


"After careful investigation of the 


capacity and chance of success of that 
company, I'have decided thus to with- 
draw my own application, 
believing 


that Gen. Scrymser's 
company will 


make such a showing to this Govern- 
ernment as will assure from this Gov- 
ernment such assistance as it requires 
in furtherance of its general Pacific 
Ocean cable project. 


"You 
will kindly observe, that the 


application of that company to this 
Government asks for no

franchise trom Hawaii to the United 
States. The reason for this is, that 
such franchises are deemed by that 
company to be absolutely suicidal to 
any application which it might make 
to the United States Congress.

MR. EDITOR: Sir—On looking over 


the speeches of some of the gentlemen 
at the annexation meeting, held last 
.ughl t.1 £„£ tlui, ioi,0i3, I see lliat my 
name w&s used in a manner that might 
mislead some who do not know, or 
have lorgotten (?) the position 1 have 
held lor tue last 28 or 30 years, in re- 
gard to tue annexation of the Islands 
to the United States. 


Soon alter arriving here I saw that 


it would be of great importance to these 
Islands to be annexed to the United 
States. Ihe consummation of such a 
tiuiig wo'uid give this country a pros- 
perity and a future that it could get in 
uo other way, and a strong and stable 
Government to back it. 


But I ha\e not sat down to write an 


argument in iavor 01 annexing this 
Government, but to correct a remark 
made by Mr. Dillmgham at the meet- 
ing of the club last evening. He says, 
in speaking of the cry against "mis- 
sionaries" and "adventurers," six or 
seven years ago, little of such talk 
was ever made, and "in former years 
annexation was not talked of, eltlfer." 
1 fear that the speaker's mind is fail- 
ing him in regard to his dates. At the 
time he talks of annexation was freely 
discussed, and by such gentlemen as 
Father Castle, General Hartwell, Mr. 
Cartwright and several others, not as 
Mr. Dillingham says, by two men, "one 
of whom was Dr. McGrew, who made 
themselves conspicuous by advocating 
It;" but I must say that Mr. Dilling- 
ham will agree with me in saying at 
that time it was very unpopular, very 
distasteful to many of the party that 
seem to be anxious for It now, as sev- 
eral of them were then holding office 
under the Monarchy.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.-Senators gen- 


erally realize that the communication of 
Minister Rodriguez In regard to the Nica- 
ragua Canal franchises, which was sent 
to the Senate yesterday, is liable to have 
Immediate effect, not only upon the canal, 
but also upon other pending and probable 
legislation, including the general Anglo- 
American arbitration treaty. 
Senators generally expressed the opin- 
ion that the first consequence will be to 
send the bill back.to the Committee on 
Foreign Relations. It is a matter of con- 
jecture how long the bill will remain in 
committee if recommitted, and in that 
event it is not considered probable that 
It could be reported in time to be con- 
sidered during the present session.

story comes 


from Jumento, province of Santa Clara, 
telling of quick retribution to the 
Spaniards for their butchery and bar- 
barous methods of warfare. 


A Spanish force under Captain Mar- 
telli entered the place, which had been 
the camp of the insurgents, and before 
going away secretly poisoned a well 
and a spring noted for affording excel- 
lent, pure water.

charged the Cuban residents with pois- 
oning his men. He took the princi- 
pal residents and shot them dead. He 
then turned the women over to the 
tender mercies of the men, who shot 
young boys who attempted to save 
their mother and sisters. He burned 
the village. 


The next day some of the Spanish 


troops told the guerrillas the story of 
the trap they had set for the Cubans, 
and learned that their own compani- 
ons in arms had been caught by their 
own barbarous plots.

The Supreme Court of the I'ml- 


ed States has recently made a 
MT\ important decision rojiardinjr 
penal contract labor. It is especi- 
ally interesting to us by reason of 
our contract labor system. Sev- 
eral sailors shipped in the States 
on the Ara»o, and signed the ar- 
ticles. In Astoria, Oregon, they 
deserted and Mere arrested there- 
for. 
They at once sued out a writ 


of habeas corpus, and insisted on 
the right to be released on the 
ground that they could not be 
lawfully arrested for violating 
their contract, as such arrest was 
forbidden by the Thirteenth Am- 
endment to the Federal Constitu- 
tion, which declares that there 


etrates life e\er\ where. The rich 
are cramped, those with moderate 
means are in trouble, the poor are 
in miser\.

'Justice Harlan, in a dissenting 


opinion, held that it was a very 
serious matter to allow a penal 
enforcement of such a contract, 
and he thought that if it was de- 
clared constitutional the different 
States might in time pates very ob- 
jectionable laws; that they, might 
pass laws under which domestic 
servants might be imprisoned.

Education Yesterday. 


No Private Kindergarten on High 


School Grounds-Certificates 


From Normal School. 


Minister Cooper, Inspector General 


Townsend, Deputy Inspector Scott,

present at a meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of Education at 2:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. 


Mr. Townsend reported that Mr. 


Lindsay had appointed Miss A. Beers 
as teacher at Waipio. 
' 


Mr. Townsend asked what was to be 


dene in the cases of persons who at- 
tended the Normal School the first 
year and had been promised temporary 
certificates. He hoped that the school 
would be able to give diplomas at the 
end of the two years' course. The 
school was of a high standard, perhaps 
as efficient as any in the United States, 
and would be justified in issuing dip- 
lomas. 


Then followed considerable discus- 


sion on the matter of the character of 
certificate to be given. Mr. Scott said 
the certificate was valuable only for 
its "looks" and should be neat. Some 
one else suggested that it was worth 
$480 a year, and was not transferra- 
ble. The matter was referred to the 
Inspector General with instructions to 
find out what can be doae. 


Mr. Townsend reported a request 


from Mrs. J. L. Dumas to be allowed 
to start a. small kindergarten, with 
about 12 pupils, at the High School 
premises. 
Mr. von Holt objected to 


allowing a private enterprise on the 
public school grounds. Miss Fanning 
had been refused a cottage on the 
grounds for the same reason. The ap- 
plicant could get a Jiall down town, if 
. the school were necessary. Referred to 
the Inspector General for investigation. 


Mr. Townsend brought up the mat- 


ter of having Hawaiian taught in the 
schools. He said native pupils con- 
versed at their homes in their own lan- 
guage, but invariably read in English. 
Most of them, while fluent in their 
tongue, could not read in Hawaiian. 
Law, in Hawaiian, was suggested as 
a good study and exercise with which 
to impart the art of reading. No ac- 
tion taken.

Figures

Supt. of Census Yesterday. 


The official figures of the population 


of the Hawaiian Islands by nationali- 
ties as given out by the Superintend- 
ent of census, Alatau T. Atkinsoi'.

Notes 


Judge Perry is author of a decision 


issued out of the Circuit Court yester- 
day in the case of the Wilder Steam- 
ship Company vs. the brig Lurline, 
libel for salvage. The pleadings in the 
case are found to justify an award. 
Wilder & Co. claimed $5,000. 
The 


Court thinks this amount inequitable 
and oppressive, and awards to the lib- 
ellants as salvage the sum of $2,650, 
being one-fourth of $10,600, the value 
of the property saved'. The sum of $75 
is awarded to Pilot Robert English, 
and $90 for the six in equal shares. 
All costs of the proceedings are charg- 
ed to the Lurline. Kinney & Ballou 
for HbellEyit; A. S. Hartwell for re- 
spondents. 


The Supreme Court has affirmed the 


decree appealed from in Volney V. 
Ashford vs. Henry Poor and the' Ha- 
waiian Government. In the syllabus 
the Court says: "The Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment is not liable for the appoint- 
ment by the Postmaster General of a 
clerk in the Postal Savings Bank to 
make deposits as trustee for the plain- 
tiff, such an appointment not being 
within the real or apparent scope of 
the Postmaster General's official du- 
ties, and having been ratified by the 
plaintiff. 


"The Hawaiian Government is not li- 


able for the defalcation of a clerk in 
the Postal Savings Bank, who, as trus- 
tee for the plaintiff, makes a regular 
withdrawal of money, and fails to ac- 
count therefor to the plaintiff." 


Judge Perry has signed an order al- 


lowing the trustees of the estate of 


court. The motion was allowed and the 
summons of the parties will be served 
this morning. 


The petition alleges that Carrie E. 


Dimond approached one Mollie Sheldon 
and offered her, first, $500 and then 
up to $1,000 to testify in court against 
his character.

STRONG SPEECHES BY ORATORS 


Reasons Why the People 
Should Work for Cause. 


William R. Castle, Cecil Brown 


Geo. A. Davis and Charles 


Crelghton Hit the Mark. 


The regular monthly meeting of the An- 


nexation Club was held in the Drill Shed 
last evening-. 'In the nbsence of President 
Tnurston, who was suffering from a se- 
vere headache. First Vice President B. 
i\ Dillinfrham occupied the chair. In the 
absence of the secretary, A. G. M. Robin- 
son read the minutes of last meeting. 


Mr. DillinBham explained that the small 


audience was due to the late arrival of 
the mall from the Coast. The question 
of annexation and the interest felt in it 
by the people was not to be judged by 
the attendance upon the. regular meetings 
of the club. It was the one enduring is- 
sue, and was strengthening every day. 
The 'speaker then introduced Hon. Cecil 
Brown as one who was born in the coun- 
try and was familiar with the people. 
their sentiments and also with the ques- 
tion of the hour. Mr. Brown said: 


"Gentlemen:—If anyone had told me six 
years ago that I would address a meeting 
tonight favorable to the annexation of 
Hawaii to the United States, I don t 
know what I would have told him. Time 
brings changes. Today I favor the cause 
to the extent that I will not be satisfied 
until we are annexed. The past six years 
has brought vividly to our attention the 
want of a strong government, one able to 
foster our interests, protect our people1 
and our welfare. To accomplish this.jK'e 
are urging one purpose—to^become a part 
' and parcel of the United States. I do not 
know that we will get it, but I hope so. 
The reason we want it is to have a gov- 
ernment stable, a government able to 
protect us, a government able to Insure 
our prosperity and good fortune. As I 
said before, the only way to obtain this 
is by annexation. 
"The question we have to present to 
the mother government Is our desire for 
annexation, not as a band of adventurers 
and not as a measure for our pecuniary 
benefit. It is not that. It is with the 
hope and belief that the country of our 
adoption may be insured peace and pros- 
perity that we present the question. I 
submit to you and the country, to Ha- 
waiian and foreigner, that our peace and 
happiness lies in our chances of coming 
under the Stars and Stripes. The reason 
of those who oppose us is not the wel- 
fare of the country or those around them, 
but rather their own pocketbooks. In 
questions of this kind the pocketbook 
should be left aside, and we should look 
to the good of thf country at ^arge. If 
the parties opposed to us should succeed. 
and we be relegated to a position of 
having to rely on ourselves alone, or com- 
pelled to paddle our own canoe, and Reci- 
procity, under which the country lias 
pi-ospered so, should be taken from us, 
where would we be? Then those who 
now oppose us would be ready to cry out: 
•Gentlemen, help us.' 
"There is a question which is dwelt 


Jijrhtly upon, but which must be seriously 
considered. It is the steady colonizing 
from other parts of the world that is 
soing on here. The signs of the times in- 
dicate our need of help and strong pro- 
tection, when questions may arise fatal 
to our very existence. We BI.-C daily peo- 
ple coming here from other climes. The 
reason is that they have seen these fair 
isles, this little country far out in the 
mid-ocean, Isolated, and have seen that 
they could silently colonize it; and unless, 
sentlomen, we can obtain the protection 
of some strong power, our identity must 
ultimately be swallowed up. People in 
this country have believed for over 23 
years that the day would come when w 
would need some support from without. 
"We all know what brought about the 
movement of four years ago. It \vas the 
Anglo-Saxon spirit rising and baying: 
•We will be governed, but not dictated to. 
We yil\ live as we should live and do 
what we ought to do, but no further.' 
There we stand today. We are governed 
today as we think we should be governed; 
but our one thought is admission to that 
country all the world looks up to. We 
ask admission without terms. 'Take us 
in,' is our cry. We want stability, se- 
curity for our families, for our enter- 
prises and we want peace. If we are ad- 
mitted, all this will come. This is what 
has actuated our movements since 1893; 
and any assertion that the movement was 
made for gain, by adventurers, is unsup- 
ported and should not be accepted. We 
arc not here as the representatives of the 
United States, asking for admission. We 
represent this country and Its Interests. 
"Annexation is the sole hope of Ha- 
waii. It is the only arm that will give 
as protection, give peace and prosperity. 
That is our aim; It will be until we get it, 
and It should be. Can we say we have 
done anything in the past four years to 
impede its consummation? I think not. 
We have met the question fairly and 
squarely from the first; have met argu- 
ment with argument, fact with fact; and 
I think with a majority of the patriotic, 
thinking people of the United States, this 
country has already been adopted as a 
part and parcel of It." 


The chairman, Mr. Dlllingham, had the 
pleasure and good fortune to arrive hero 
32 years ago. 
He could say that the 
charge that missionaries and "adventur- 
ers" had lived here since to rob the 
natives was absolutely false. Six or seven 
years ago little of such by-talk was ever 
heard. In former years annexation was 
not talked of, either. Two men of Ho- 
nolulu used to make themselves conspic- 
uous by advocating It. One of the them 
was Dr. McGrew, who is often called the 
"father of annexation." Two months a^o 
this gentleman had startled the wpeak* r 
with the proposition that the mission- 
aries and missionary children did not 
want annexation. He prave as a reas 
that six ynars ago Hon. W. R. Ca 
w-inted to have him "fired" nut of tlie 
rountry for advocating it. Mr. Castle w 
present and could explain, said the chair- 
man.Mr. Cnstlo:

"How can we accomplish our annexa- 


tion purposi-s. There Is not much occa- 
sion for spendiiiK money and our streiiKth 
on work In Hawaii. Most of the natives 
and others are convinced that Hawaii 
would be HiU'est under the 1'ostcrliiK caro 
of thV United Statef. What. Is now want- 
ed is to brinK the question prominently 
1) -foiv the people of the United States. 
There la where work is needed. There 
IK where our sworn enemy, the Sugar 
Trubt, is at work. Harper's Weekly re- 
•entlv devoted two columns to an attack 
upon'annexation. 1 believe this w«b paid 
for by the Sugar Trust. They are con- 
stantly putting items in the, city and ru- 
ral press that count against us. 


"In IS'JS, when the Annexation Commls- 


.-.ion was on Its way to San Francisco, 
the question of how the reporters should 
be treated came up. "VVe decided that the 
newspapers must be made our friends. 
So upon our arrival we gave exhaustive 
reports, not only to the big dallies or San 
Francisco but to the press agencies to be 
circulated all over the country. Next 
morniri'- the newsboys on the streets of 
Xew York City were crying: 'Revolution 
in Hawaii! The Monarchy overthrown 
and a Provisional Government establish- 
ed" By that means attention was fixed 
on Hawaii, and has remained so ever 
^ince. That Is just what we want. 
"The question Is presented again. "With a 
'rlendly administration at Washington, we 
eel that the time for renewed efforts is at 
land. The Trust says through Harper's 
Weekly that we will now make a 'das-_ 
artTly attempt to rush in.' How can we1 
meet this thrust? The Government can- 
not meet it L the Annexation Club cannot 
3very person in Hawaii can do some- 
:hing. The work must be with the people 
direct. 
Let everyone writing letters 
to friends in the States urge the question 
and ask that the arguments set forth be 
circulated. The story of the woman In 
Illinois who sent out a number of re- 
quests for postage stamps, and asked that 
each letter be referred to three of the 
receiver's friends, will be rememebered. 
The result was that a great voluma of let- 
ters were soon on the way to the aevl»er 
of the ingenous scheme. Let each one 
write a friend and present good, solid 
arguments why this country should be 
annexed by the United States, and re- 
quest that the letter be circulated among 
their friends. The scheme will bring good 
results. 


It is commonly heard that Congress is 
controlled by trusts. ' They have an in- 
fluence. Behind Congressmen, however, 
are their constituents, and they thinl: 
twice before they act in a matter in 
which their constituencies are concerned. 
Write to these constituencies and give 
the commercial reasons- why Hawaii 
should be annexed. 


We have reasons enough at this end 
of toe line. But why should the United 
States want annexation? Army and navy 
>fflcers of the United States favor it for 
Military reasons; Others reply to this 
iy saying that, in event of war, it would 
jost more to defend the country than it 
is worth. This seems unreasonable. Im- 
agine a fleet steaming across the Pa- 
cific, arriving here, out of coal, mew 
tired and things generally run down, to 
face a strong force of fresh troops. What 
could they do? But the military argu- 
ment is not what we desire to present. 
The commercial argument is better. The 
time when the United States could close 
herself up against the worKl is past. She 
must now have an outlet for her manu- 
factures. What place offers such induce- 
ments for American trade as the Pacllic, 
now opening up? Europe, with its old 
manufacturing establishments and cheap 
labor, does not offer a market. Only the 
I'acitic side of the world is valuable. The 
commercial argument will triumph. T»ll 
them that the United States can have 
the business of Hawaii, if availed of be- 
fore it is too late. 


"J say too late, because if the Hawaiian 
Islands are not made a Western outpost 
.>t civilization, thej- must become an 
Kastern outpost of Orientalism. You may 
j ay what you choose—think what you 
choose—but 1 tell you Japan, noble plan 
; hou^h it may be, has an eye on Hawaii. 
it is, perhaps, a iioblc idea of that coun- 
;i-v, but we are to be tho victims. We 
ca'nnot hold our own if this country is

.Make your friends understand that if 
Americanism <lots not control in this 
country, Orientalism will. Js the latter 
desirable? 1 submit that it is not. Wo 
would simply be crowded out. Today we. 
hold the government. The Hawaiians 
certainly s-i e that if we r.re overcome by 
the Orientals they, too, will be swept to 
t'.'.o wall. 
"Annexation 
is 
the 
only 
remedy. 
There is something due to UK by the 
I'nited States for maintaining American 
principles here. After all, however, after 
weighing all the points, we must see that 
the commercial argument is the most ef- 
fective. No one can get around that. We 
received news today of the signing of an 
arbitration treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain. This means 
that America is not soon going to war, 
and at the same time weakens the force 
of the military argument. The commer- 
cial argument is the one that holds good. 
Use this, and the day Is not far distant 
when we have admission to the United 
States." 


Mr. George A. Davis was Introduced 
as being a man new in Hawaii and one 
who could present the case from an un- 
prejudiced standpoint. He said: 
"Mr. Vice President, Members of the An- 
nexation Club and Fellow Citizens: 
'If this were a political platform I 
would not be here. I nTade up my mind 
long ago to stay clear of politics. It is 
an ungrateful and an unprofitable occu- 
pation. I am here tonight to raise my 
voice in favor of annexation. I believe 
in it for many and sufficient reasons. 


We are not knocking as beggars at 
the door of the United States. Every 
year the exports of the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands exceed the imports by over $5,000,- 
000. Sugar is an important commodity to 
the United States. In case of disaster 
to the beet crop or the Cuban output, 
America would readily appreciate the 
value of Hawaii's cbntribution of raw- 
sugar. 
"The bonded Indebtedness of- the coun- 
try, which the United States, under an- 
nexation, would be obliged to guarantee, 
is $4,133,C»74.2j. I have the figures to the 
cent. It is a fact, as I have it from a 
most competent authority, that the as- 
sets of the Government exceed $8,000,000. 
This Government is not bankrupt. It has 
S2 to every $1 it owes. The Republic is 
rich. It would not be a bad business 
proposition for the United States to an- 
nex the country. Let us present the ques- 
tion from a business standpoint to the 
people of the'United States, saying: 'Wo 
,-m> not paupers, we are able to take care 
of our finances.1 Then, they may Inquire: 
'Why, If you are so well off, do you want 
annexation?' The answer Is that we want 
freedom from revolutions, as you call 
them: a reduction of an army, which it 
Is now necessary to keep up; nnd a low- 
er rate, of say, -I per cent, on our bonds 
"That is the way to talk to them. No-

BELIEVES IN FORMING COMPANY 


Suggestions as to Caring 


and Training Birds. 


In Six Months the Service Could 


Be Established-Loft Will 


Be Necessary. 


The editorial and subsequent articles 


on carrier pigeons -which have lately 
appeared in the Advertiser are not 
without good results. A dozen different 
gentlemen have expressed themselves 
as enthusiasts on the subject and con- 
fident that a pigeon service between 
Honolulu and the other islands could 
be made a success within the next 
year. Among the few who have taken 
an active interest in ihe subject for 
years past is Joseph Marsden, Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture. As a member of 
the Legislature of 1892 he secured an 
appropriation of $500 for the purpose 
of buying birds and establishing sta- 
tions, but shortly after this was grant- 
. ed he went to India, and on his return 


the money had been expended. In a 
conversation with Mr. Marsden yester- 
day he said: 


"I have studied the pigeons almost 


as much as I have the trees and shrubs 
of the Islands, and while my knowl- 
edge is only theoretical, it is enough 
to enable me to talk intelligently on 
the subject. Belgian birds are, of 
course, the best, because the people 
there have made a business of training 
them, and they derive pleasure and 
profit in return. If the birds are good, 
everything will depend en the training 
and that takes time. In Antwerp much 
attention is paid to homing pigeons 
which are different to a certain degree 
from carriers. 


"I believe a stock company with a 


capitalization of ?1,500 could be got- 
ten up here, and the business made 
profitable at the end of two years. 
Young birds may be had for $5 a pair,, 
and old ones for double that amount. 
I would be perfectly willing to take 
stock in the company, ana would do all 
I could to further it. We would need 
a proper loft here, and I think we 
should have a good stock of pigeons, 
old birds, so that there would not 
too great a delay in establishing an 
inter-island service. It would be ad- 
visable, after a while, to take all the 
birds out at a time and train them to- 
gether; they could be drilled first on 
land and in all directions. When that 
is done and the uirds know their home 
it will be time to send them to sea. 
The first trial could be to Diamond 
Head, the next five miles further, and 
the third to Molokai. Steamers are al- 
ways leaving for winuward in the 
morning,and there would be no "difficul- 
ty in training the birds. For the Kauai 
route it would take longer, because it 
does not always happen that vessels 
leave in the morning, and it is impos- 
sible to train them at night, for wher- 
ever night overtakes them they drop. 


"Birds under a year old should not 


he flown more than 50 miles; after 
that, 100 miles; two years old, 200 
miles, and so on. We could get old 
birds from California, and at the end 
of six months, probably, have them 
flying to Hawaii; In the meantime the 
young ones would be growing, for each 
hen should hatch 10 squeakers in a 
season. A great deal of care must be 
given to the loft in which the birds are 
kept, and it is necessary to em- 
ploy a man as caretaker. The room 
must be dry and well ventilated, out of 
the way of cats and roomy; dampness 
is fatal to the birds. Wash the loft 
frequently with carbolic acid or para- 
fine, mixed or sprinkle kerosene oil 
around, but never on the birds. Fine 
sawdust and a few straws should be 
placed in the nest pans, and be sure 
and have plenty of perches. 


"It seems to me that a pigeon serv- 


ice would be of great r oment to the 
newspapers, because they could get the 
movements of vessels on the other isl- 
ands. But it would be of still greater 
interest to the agents of sugar vessels 
that are waiting here for a cargo, and 
those are the people who should be- 
come shareholders. 
When I secured 


the appropriation from the Govern- 
ment I obtained permission from the 
managers of the steamship lines 10 
have the birds carrle^ free between 
ports, so they could be trained without 
expense. 
In the California -papers, 


which I received yesterday, I notice 
that the United States Government has 
established a weather bureau on the 
Farrallones, and that reports are sent 
to San Francisco by pigeon service ev- 
ery morning. 


"I do not know of any i>lace in the 


world better suited to, or where a 
pigeon service would be more valuable 
than in these Islands, so long as we 
have no cable. People will tell you that 
the strong wind in the channels will 
hinder the birds, but I doubt it; birds 
fly right In the teeth of just as strong 
winds as we have here, and while it 
may take longer to make the Journey/ 
If the birds are properly trained they 
will accomplish it. I sincerely hope 
good results will follow the second 
start made by the Advertiser. Keep- 
ing everlastingly at it will bring even 
a pigeon service, and anyuiing I can do 
to 'push it along' -will be done -wil- 
lingly."

KILLED BY A BOAR 


Kai,Chong, Chinese Taro 
Planter, Bleeds to Death. 


Em-aged 
:Anlmal tMakeb *3 Fatal 


CWounds—Lassoed and Taken 


to Rice's Paddock.-??.«a •' 


Vbout a quarter of a mile above 


School street on the Ewa side of Liliha 
at a place called Konowai, Kai Chong, 
taro planter and hog raiser, 'was bitten 
by a boar yesterday forenoon and be- 
fore medical assistance could be se- 
cured, was dead. The story as told by 
other Chinamen associated with him 
in work is substantially as follows: 


On Monday, Kai Chong borrowed a 


laige black boar from a Japanese and 
took him to his place forthwith. Some- 
time during the nighV, the animal 
•wandered away from the premises up- 
on the land of others. 
Bright and 


early, Kai Chong started out In pur- 
suit and shortly afterwards found the 
boar rooting up the sod under some 
cccoanut- trees on the premises of na- 
tives not more than 600 feet removed. 


He started to drive the animal back 


and by dint of poking with, a stick 
must have so irritated him as to cause 
him to turn. 


At all events nothing was known of 


the matter until cries for help were 
heard from the direction of the prem- 
ises of the native already indicated. 
David Carter went over and there 
found the Japanese, the owner of the 
boar. The Chinaman^ was lying on the 
ground In a pool of blood and was un- 
able to speak a word. With the help 
of three Chinese laborers, Carter and 
the Japanese carried the wounded man 
to the house where he died inside of a 
minute's time. 


Upon examination it was found that 


the animal has made four wounds com- 
pletely through the fleshy part of the 
leg about a half way up from the knee. 
Examination of the boar's tusks later 
explained how easily this ijould have 
been done. They were over two inches 
long. 


As It happened a band of cowboys 


in charge of a number of polled Angus 
cattle, on their way to C. Bolte's home, 


1 were passing by. Learning of what the 
enraged animal had done, George Holt 
threw a lasso, caught and took him to 
the paddock of W. H. Rice near by, 
where he was tied to a fence.
